Stwosz, Giant of Polish A\rt 


OUR centuries ago this very year 

an old sculptor, laying aside his 

hammer, his chisel, and his carv- 

ing knife, passed into the Great 

Beyond. Little today is known 
about the life of Wit Stwosz (pro- 
nounced “Veet Stvosh”) but among art 
lovers the world over his name is hon- 
ored and remembered for his works 
which rank him among the great 
masters of the middle ages. 

The masterpiece of Stwosz is the 
high altar of St. Mary’s Church in his 
native city of Krakow, that most in- 
teresting of all Polish towns. Carved 





entirely from wood, it forms a huge 





triptydue which, when closed, has the 
appearance of a box, 42 feet high and 
35 feet wide, on which are carved 
twelve beautiful scenes from the life 
of Christ and His Mother. When 
opened, a magnificent sight greets the 
eye. On each of the side wings are 
three more biblical scenes and in the 
vast middle section, with statues of 
greater than life size, is depicted the 
death of Mary in the arms of the 
Apostles and Her Assumption into 
Heaven. One cannot but be awe- 
stricken by the tremendous dramatic 
power and realism that characterizes

this work of art, which unquestionably 


By JOHN SWITALSKI 


is the finest example of wood-carving 
in the whole wide world. Possibly the 
only works that can approach it are 
the creations of the same artist in 
Nuremberg, Germany. Also to be 
found in this church is a remarkable 
stone-carved crucifix which illustrates 
the wide versatility of Stwosz’s 
genius. 

After having embellished his native 
city with monuments in wood, in 
stone, and in bronze, the sculptor, 
whose fame had spread throughout 
Europe was invited to Nuremberg. 
There, Veit Stoss, as the Germans 
called him, became the inspiration of 


the famous Nuremberg School which 
produced Albrecht Durer, Adam Kraft 
and Peter Vischer. 

Early in the year the Polish postal 
authorities announced that a stamp 
would be issued commemorating the 
400th anniversary of the death of 
Stwosz. However, because of the im- 
possibility of printing on a stamp a 
distinct picture of the whole altar or 
even of the main section; and because 
it would be unsatisfactory to print a 
picture of a fragment of the altar or 
of some other work, the Postal Minis- 
try authorized instead the issue of a 
series of special stamped post cards 





each bearing a picture of some scene 
on the altar. Nevertheless Polish 
philatelists (and stamp collectors in 
Poland comprise a rather large army) 
continued their demands for a stamp 
until the authorities heeded. The Wit 
Stwosz Commemorative is the largest 
Polish stamp that has so far been is- 
sued, measuring nearly 2 inches in 
length and 1% inches in width. Be- 
cause of this unusually large size the 
picture shows fairly distinctly the 
main group in the central section of 
the altar described above. Though it 
is an exceptionally attractive stamp, 
anyone who has not had the good for- 
tune to see this altar cannot begin to 
appreciate its beauty from the picture 
that it bears. 


Is Someone Kidding

Last week we printed details of the 
changing of the name of the town of 
Joy in North Carolina to Worry. The 
name Worry was effective on Septem- 
ber 1, as was shown by a cover mailed 
to our office. Now comes another cov- 
er mailed on September 2 which bears 
a cachet proclaiming that there is no 
more WORRY in North Carolina, 
that the Post Office Department has 
rescinded the order for change of 
name and that the town is again 
named JOY effective September 2. 
Thus there was but one day of WOR- 
RY in North Carolina and postmark 
collectors can worry the rest of their 
lives trying to find a cancellation for 
September 1, from WORRY.

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Phantom Stamps of the 
United States

The printing and destruction of the 
Newburgh peace stamps perforated 
eleven brings to mind tales of other 
stamps of our country which died 
aborning. 

Back in 1912 preparations were 
made for an issue to commemorate the 
Panama-Pacific Exposition to be held 
in San Francisco in 1915. The special 
set was to consist of four values of 1, 
2, 5 and 10 cent denominations. Sup- 
plies of the various stamps were 
printed and it was announced that the 
entire set would be placed on sale 
January 1st, 1913. A model of the 
Pedro Miguel Locks was used as the 
subject of the two cent denomination, 
and the title was first erroneously en- 
graved “Gatun Locks,” but the mis- 
take was discovered before any of the 
stamps were issued, and all of those 
which had been printed were destroyed 
by burning. The title was re-engraved 
as “Panama Canal,” and the stamps

were finally issued on January 18th 
with that title. 

In 1909 the Alaska-Yukon-Pacific 
Exposition was held at Seattle, Wash- 
ington and a special stamp was an- 
nounced to commemorate the event. 
The description of the forthcoming 
stamp included the following. “In the 
centre of the stamp the larger part of 
a circle rests on the lower panel and 
encloses a ribbon bearing the inscrip- 
tion ‘Alaska-Yukon-Pacific 1909’; the 
circle frames the picture of a seal 
standing on a cake of ice.” 

The receipt of that description cre- 
ated a furore in Seattle and the Cham- 
ber of Commerce wired Secretary of 
the Interior Ballinger urging him to 
make an effort to have the design 
changed, as one of the objects of the 
fair was to show the world that Alas- 
ka could raise something besides ice- 
bergs. The protest was evidently ef- 
fective as Seward’s picture was sub- 
stituted for the unwelcome seal and 
what might have been a pretty stamp 
was turned into just another mediocre 
commemorative. 

On December 24th, 1814, the treaty 
of peace between the United States 
and Great Britain terminating the 
War of 1812 was ratified at Ghent, 
Belgium. One hundred years later the 
United States Post Office Department 
decided to commemorate the hundred 
years of peace between the two na- 
tions by issuing a special set of 
stamps inscribed “Peace: 1814-1914.” 
Two values, two cents and five cents, 
were proposed and on July 29th, 1914, 
full descriptions of the two forthcom- 
ing stamps were announced by the 
press. Then the world was plunged 
into the hell of war and the stamps 
were never issued. 

Last spring Postmaster General 
Farley visited the Bureau of Engrav- 
ing and Printing to witness the print- 
ing of the first Newburgh peace 
stamps, and autographed the first four 
panes while they were still imperfo- 
rate. When the roll was taken off the 
press to be perforated, the auto- 
graphed portion was perforated on the 
flat press perforating machines in or- 
der to secure better centering and 
they were presented to the Postmaster 
General. His attention was called to 
the fact that they were perforated 11 
instead of 11x10%, the regular rotary 
plate perforation. He immediately re- 
turned the entire lot and they were 
destroyed in the presence of witnesses, 
so that not a single copy remains.

type X. An odd piece was a block of 
about 9 of the 12c perf. 11 1917 issue 
which was printed on BOTH SIDES. 
This was in U-3. A neat little special- 
ized collection of Sesquicentennial 
stamps from Indiana contained 24 dif- 
ferent singles and two blocks of four. 
And I saw several sets of the James- 
town issue from Chicago, IIll., in a 
large clear type unlike any other type 
ever used by Chicago. The catalog 
lists this type as “type 22.” Perhaps 
you have seen specimens of the re- 
paired Grand Rapids, Mich. U-15 plate 
well there were blocks and everything 
including a very large block of 20c 
Special Handling stamps showing the 
added row of U-3 on the bottom and 
then this was DOUBLE PRINTED. 
There was about 204 different blocks 
of four of the Bi-Centennial issue in- 
cluding a complete set of Villa Park, 
Ill. in that tiny U-15 type. Lakeville, 
Conn. not often seen on the old type 
stamps was there plain and fancy. 
What I mean is the regular type, then 
with 1917 below Lakeville and also 
with 1918 likewise on the last set. I 
have seen a few singles of these types 
but never in sets. I must not pass up 
a block of eight of the $5 post- 
age due from Cincinnati in U-15. The 
right hand pane of four being double 
printed. Last but not least was the 
much talked about Cumberland, Me., 
cover with the 3c “51 stamp on it. As 
you know the legend is printed and 
covers part of the stamp and runs 
over on the cover. It no doubt was 
printed before being used and was in- 
tended as a precancel even if the old 
boys never heard of such a thing, any- 
way therein lies the cause for much 
argument in the rank and file.

It had the 
legend spaced close together as in the 
U-16 type used there, but had only a 
rather heavy single line above and be- 
low, at once I suspected that the tiny 
double lines had not been kept as clean 
as they should have been and conse- 
quently filled up in between and print- 
ed one solid line. Later on I ran 
across an 8c double printed in this 
U-16 type and this showed a part of 
the line solid and part double proving 
conclusively that this is not a new 
type.

The World Famous 
Zeppelin Collection 





In the Hotel New Yorker, Mr. An- 
son R. Thompson of Troy, N. Y., ex- 
hibits on 25 frames a small part of his 
famous Zeppelin collection. To de- 
scribe everything one can see in 
these frames would be impossible. 
But let us describe a few of the most 
interesting rarities. 

The exhibit starts with a fine lot 
of pre-war cards and covers of which 
the “Bodensee” flight to Stockholm 
has to be mentioned. The flights of 
the airship “Schwaben” are very 
nicely specialized. Then we come to 
the 1928 drop mail. These items are 
really very hard to get and one won- 
ders, how he was able to get such a 
complete collection of these rarities. 
Under the first America flight mail 
from 1929 we find the famous Cuer’s 
card and also a cover. When the 
airship started for this flight she was 
forced down at Cuer’s grounds and 
from there had to return to Friedrich- 
schafen. On this trip very few cov- 
ers were carried from France and 
Germany. From the same flight we 
find here the rare drops like Ponta 
Delgada, Basel, etc. 


From the “round the world” flight we 
have all the rare drops from Berlin, 
Danzig and Koenigsberg. The Tokyo. 


mail, of course, is there complete too. ! 


One cover was mailed from China and 
reached the Zeppelin in Tokyo and 
was carried over to the United States. 
The 1929 inter-state cross country 
flights are very complete. Further 
we find a wonderful lot of the first 
America flight in 1929. Covers from 
Hungary, Vatikan City, the famous 
Africa mail from Tanger, Tetuan, 
Casablanca and Gibraltar. One cover 
mailed in Tchechoslovakia of which 
only a very few exist. Bolivia is com- 
plete. We see here even the rare | 
inverted surcharges on cover. The 
North Pole flight of the Graf Zeppe- 
lin is covered very fine. A few of the 
outstanding items of this collection 
are the autographed covers displayed. 
A card written by Count Zeppelin 
addressed to a little school girl that 
contributed to the Graf’s benefit col- 
lection should not be forgotten to be 
mentioned. Autographs of Dr. Eck- 
ener, of each man of the crew, Dr. 
Duerr, the builder of the Graf Zep- 
pelin, and a cover autographed by the 
former President Coolidge, Postmast- 
er General Grover, Sir Hubert Wilkins

By Joseph E. Koenig 


The biggest event of the Stamp Col- 
lector’s year is the annual publication 
of the Standard Catalog. Every col- 
lector eagerly looks up his favorite 
country or stamps for anticipated 
changes, and searches out hitherto un- 
listed new varieties. 

Say what we will, experience tells 
us that the factor of greatest interest 
to most collectors when they receive 





Saar at one time belonged to 
France. The town of Saarlonis which 
appears on the Forty Cent (40c) Pic- 
torial (Scott No. 125) is a link with 
this former French ownership, the 
town taking part of its name from 
Louis XIV. 

The Saargebiet reverted to Prussia 
in 1815. France claimed it after the 
last war. The French annexation 
claims were rejected by the League of 
Nations. France, however, was given 
the right to operate for her benefit the 
coal mines in the Saar territory for 
fifteen years. 
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By the treaty of Versailles Germany was compelled to make 
restitution to France for the destruction of French coal mines during 


the World War. 


The Saar Basin, a large German territory adjoin- 


ing the French and Luxemburg frontiers, was placed under French 
control and the mining industry there has been operated for French 


benefit. 


But the treaty specified that a plebiscite be held in 1935 


and the inhabitants decide if they desire to join with France or Ger- 


many or become a seperate state. 


Saar now has its own postage 


stamps but there is a possibility that French or German postage 


will again be used there. 


the new edition is “Price Changes.” 
The first glances are to note the “ups” 
and “downs”; to discover how this or 
that little speculation turned out; to 
see if on the basis of the new prices 
any particular “bargains” were ob- 
tained during the year. 

My aim in writing this article is to 
urge our Collector friends to concen- 
trate on the stamps of “SAAR.” Why, 
you ask? Let us then together ana- 
lyze in brief the history of this little 
place, and we will readily have the 
answer. 





During these fifteen years the ter- 
ritory is under the control and admini- 
stration of the League of Nations. 
This control will come to an end in 
1935, when by a plebiscite the ques- 
tion of ownership as between Germany 
and France will be decided (only two 
years to go). After that, regardless 
of which way the decision falls, Saar 
stamps will come to an end. 

My advice is to keep up with Saar 
issues when they come out, and com- 
plete former issues now.

the rules of building up a collection 
of this sort would prohibit made to 
order pieces. 

A genuine item turned up in our 
office mail a few days ago. The style 
of the cancellation first attracted my 
attention as the letters in the circle 
were of a condensed or thin type dif- 
ferent from most others. A quick 
glance showed it to be different and 
on careful examination this turned 
out to be a quite exceptional cover. 

The wording in the circle is “EAST 
TEMPLETON, MASS.,” at top, at 
bottom “PERMIT NO. 1” in the cen- 
ter in four lines “AUG—30—1933— 
P. M.” at the right of the circle are 
wavy lines and another unusual thing 
about the cover is that the stamp 
used on the letter is precanceled 
“EAST TEMPLE-TON, MASS.” in 
two lines with a plain rule line above 
and below. The cover is a plain en- 
velope from a subscriber and is not 
a business or commercial cover so 
that the entire makeup is unusual.
